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Oceanview Cemetery 


John Adair 


Born in Kentucky in 1808, he was appointed the first Custom's 
Collector in Astoria and was the first federal officer west 
of the Rockies. He came to Oregon in 1849. His donation 
land claim was located in Upper Astoria. He died in 1888. 


Bethenia Owen's Adair 


She was born in Missouri in 1838 and came to Oregon with 

her parents, Thomas and Sarah Damron Owens, in 1843. She 

is known as the first woman surgeon on the West Coast (This 
Claim has been made by others.) See her book, "Some of her 
life experiences." She was married to John Adair Jr., the son 
of the man listed above. An earlier marriage ended in 


divorce. She died in 1926. 


Conrad Boelling 


He was born in Hesse-Cassel, Germany in 1803. He came to 

the U.S. in 1845. He married Philipina Veith who was born 

in 1818 in Thol Eischneider, Rhinepfalz. They lived in 
Peoria, Illinois where many of their children were born. 

They came to Oregon in 1847. They opened Astoria's first 
hotel in 1848, on the corner of 9th and Astor. They had 

a donation land claim in the Youngs River area but then 
abandoned it. Accompanying them west was Philipina's mother 
Frederika Veith. One of the Boelling daughters was married 
to Capt. George Flavel, another to Capt. Moses Rogers. see 
the special Flavel House issue of "Cumtux" for the story 

of this family. 


Captain Alfred Crosby 


He was born in 1824 and died in 1871. His wife was Clara. 
He was one of the early bar pilots on the Columbia River. 
The story of this family is tragic with one after another 
dying of consumption. They had come to Astoria about 
1850. Their house stood on the NE corner of 6th & Bond. 
Bing Crosby is a relative (not descendant). 


Albert W. Ferguson 


He was born in 1821 in Buckingham Co., Virginia and married 
Mary Jane Wetzel in 1844. He spent the winter of 1850 in 
Upper Astoria and not long after left the area for the 
Rogue River and Salem. He built a 3-story planing mill 

at the Dalles. The family moved to Astoria in 1873. See 
"Cumtux" Vol. 1, No. 4, pg 2. His children were very 
active in community affairs. 


Captain George Flavel 


He was one of the most written about persons in Astoria's 
history and still one of the most mysterious. His birth 

date and place are uncertain, but it is believed that he 

was born in Norfolk, Virginia about 1823. He came to Astoria 
about 1850 and was appointed harbor master at Astoria in 
1854. He married Mary Christina Boelling the same year. 

When he died in 1892, he left an estate of almost two mil- 
lion and one son and two daughters, George, Nelly and Katie. 


Jackson G. Hustler 


He was born in 1826 in New York City and when he was fourteen, 
he served on the Preble, a ship of war in the U.S. Navy. 

He then piloted in the New York harbor until 1848. He came 
to Astoria in 1849, on Christmas day, and was one of the 

first pilots on the Columbia River bar. He married Eliza 
Jane McKean in 1852 and operated a store on the Main Street 
(9th) Dock. He died in 1893 after serving many years as 
City Treasurer, County Clerk and School Clerk. 


Almerin Montgomery 


He was born in Grenwich, Washington Co., New York in 1822, 
and arrived in Astoria in 1852. He married first Emily S. 
Sleeth in 1851 in DeMoines Co., Iowa, then Fanny Clark in 
1852. He was a cooper in 1860, then sheriff of Clatsop 
County in the early 1860's. Later he served as coroner 
and justice of the peace then Customs Inspector. He died 
in April 1909. 


Joel Munson 


He was born in Hebron, Washington Co., New York in 1818, 
coming to Oregon by way of the Panama Canal in 1852 or 3. 

He worked as a millwright at the sawmill at Oak Point for 

some time, then came to Astoria where he worked as a carpenter. 
In 1859 he married Sarah Sophia Kimball, a survivor of the 
Whitman massacre. In 1865, he was appointed lighthouse keeper 
at Cape Disappointment, and later (in 1881) at Point Adams 
until a year before his death in 1899 at Skipanon. He was 
known as a hero for the many lives he saved, using primitive 
equipment. He is responsible for starting the life-saving 
service in this area. 


Charles L. Parker 


He was the richest of the Parker brothers and often the silent 
partner in their dealings. He was a merchant, operating a 
successful Store. He then had the Parker House built on his 
property and became embroiled in the effort of William H. 

Gray to oust his brother, W.W. Parker as mayor of Astoria. 
Gray accused the brothers of operating a den of sin. Parker 
was postmaster about 1870. His first wife and family died, but 
the children of his second marriage survived. 


Hiram Bliss Parker 


He was born in Orange County, Vermont in 1825 and arrived 

in the west in 1852 via the Isthmus of Panama. He and his 
brother, W.W. Parker, went into business together operating 

a Sawmill on the Lewis and Clark River, the first of their 
many enterprises together here. He held many public offices on 
both the city and county level: sheriff, county commissioner, 
road supervisor, justice of the peace, school director, city 
marshal, police judge, State Representative, U.S. Revenue 
Collector and had the contract to carry the mail to Tillamook 
and Forest Grove. He died in 1917. He and his wife, Irena 
Cox, are the ancestors of most of the Parkers in the area. 


David E. Pease 


He was born in Wayne County, New York in 1820. He married 
Hannah Pegg in Illinois in 1845 and they came to Oregon in 
1849. He was listed as operating a hotel on the 1850 census 
probably at Skipanon where he had a livery stable for many 
years. In 1849, he helped build a mill on the Lewis and Clark 
River. This couple was childless, but assumed the care of 

two children, Clara H. (later Hobson) and Cyrus. David Pease 
died in 1896. 


William Wakeman Raymond 


He was born at Madison County, New York in 1815 and arrived 
in Oregon in 1840 on the ship Lausanne; he and his wife were 
missionaries who settled to farm their donation land claim 
at Tansy Point, later platted as the town of Flavel near 
Hammond. He was a sub Indian agent in the 1850's. He and 
his first wife were divorced in 1863. Elmira replaced Almira 
who is buried at Clatsop Plains. Letters of the first wife 
have been published in the eEegon Historical Quarterly. W.W. 
died in 1894. 


Captain Moses Rogers 


He was born at Newburyport, Massachusetts in 1817 and came to 
Astoria in 1849 where he worked as a bar pilot. He was also 

a merchant and was accused of running a whiskey scow in 1851. 

He farmed on the Lewis and Clark River and was later appointed 
County Assessor. He married Mina Boelling in Astoria in 1850 and 
died in 1890. 


Charles Stevens 


He was born in Hartford, Connecticut in 1813, came west in 1852 
and to Astoria in 1854. He was married in 1837 at Philadelphia 
to Ann Hopkinson. At first he worked in the oyster fisheries on 
the peninsula then took out a donation land claim on the west 
side of the John Day River. He later built a house that still 
-Stands on the. north west corner of 14th & Franklin. His many 
letters describing the area were published in the Oregon 


Historcal Quarterly. He died in 1900. 


James Taylor 


He was born in Bedford Co., Pennsylvania in 1909 and married 
Esther De Armond in 1839 in Putnam Co., Ohio. They came west 
in 1845, settling in Clatsop County in 1847. Sunset Beach is 
now on the west part of their donation land claim. He later 
bought the donation land claim of Samuel (Ticky) Smith at Smith 
Point in Astoria. He was a very respected man and served as 
judge. He died in 1894. 


John Thomas 


He was born in South Wales, England in 1823. He arrived in 

Oreqon in 1849 and Clatsop County in 1850. His donation land claim 
was on the west side of Cullaby Lake. He later had a 

homestead claim in the south part of Seaside. He wrote poetry 
which was published in the Astoria newspapers and elsewhere 

and became known as the bard of Clatsop. His poems tell that 

he lived a solitary life in a tiny hut in wild natural surround- 
ings. He was discovered by a writer for a California newspaper. 
see the article in Cumtux. He died in 1904. (He was later 

known as the Bard of Seaside.) 


Clatsop Plains Pioneer Cemetery 


Philo Callendar 


He was born in Chenango Co., New York in 1804 and arrived 
in Oregon in 1850. His donation land claim was just nort 
of Gearhart, Oregon. He was County Assessor in 1860. 

He died in 1890. 


Hiram Carnahan 


He was born in Tennessee in 1820 and arrived in Oregon 

in 1846. He married Mary Ellen Morrison in the Oregon Terr- 
itory. First he lived on the North side of the Klaskani 
River, then moved to Thomas Owens 01d donation land claim on 
Clatsop Plains. He died in 1896. 


Clement Bradbury 


He was born in Limerick, York Co., Maine. At the age of 25 

he went to sea and was shipwrecked; he was picked up by 

Capt. Crosby and brought to Oregon where he worked at Hunts' 
Mill. His donation land claim adjoined Oak Point (in Columbia 
County). He married Ann Hobson, daughter of William Hobson 
and retired in Clatsop County. He was born in 1819 and died 
in 1902. 


Antoine Cloutrie 


He was of French descent and noted on the 1860 census as born 
in Oregon and on the 1870 census as born in Missouri. He was 
half Indian and born about 1832. He married Helen Latty, 

-the daughter of Alexander Latty and they operated the Summer 
House, the first hotel and restaurant in Seaside. He was 
Seaside’ s first postmaster. He died mysteriously in the woods 
along with several other men in 1899. This couple may be 
buried in Seaside along the Neawanna River. 


Alva Condit 


He was born in 1799 in Pennsylvania and married Ruth in 1821 
in Mercer Co., Pennsylvania. They arrived in Oregon in 1845 
and their donation land claim is in the Del Rey area just 
north of Gearhart. They adopted Philip Wirt and several 
other children. He died in 1883. 


George A. Davidson 


He was born in 1826 at St. Johns, New Brunswick, arrived 

in Oregon January 1853 where he married Clementine McEwan 

in 1855. His donation land claim is on Clatsop Plains, just 
inland from the Morrison claim at Neacoxie Beach. He was 

a farmer and carpenter and died in 1908. 


Ninian Alkana Eberman 


He was born in 1821 in Henry County, Tennessee. When he 

was ten he moved to Madison Co. Illinois, later taking a ; 
part in the Blackhawk war. He arrived in Oregon and Clatsop 
County in 1843. He married Emma Hobson and they raised a 
large family and lived on Clatsop Plains, then Seaside. He 
died in 1896 in a fire. 


Philip Gearhart 


He was born in 1810 in Pennsylvania and married Margaret C. 
Logan in 1836 in Indiana. They arrived in Oregon in 1848 
and settled on their donation land claim on the present site 
of Gearhart, where he farmed for many years. He served as 
County Judge, Commissioner and Justice of the Peace. He 
died in 1881. 


Thomas Goodwin 


He was born in Virginia in 1821 and came to Oregon in 1850. 

The censuses recorded him as carpenter, merchant and dairyman. 
He operated one of the early saloons in Astoria. His house 

on Clatsop Plains is still standing and is one of the oldest 

in the south half of the county. It is located almost across 
from the weigh station. In 1865 he married Marietta Callendar. 
He died in 1884. 


John Hobson 


He was born in 1824 in Chesterfield, Darbyshire, England, 

the son of William Hobson. He, his brother and sisters and 
father all came west and to Clatsop County in 1843. He married 
Diana Owens in 1851 and after she died in 1874, he married 

the widow Anna M. Reeves. He was one of the most prominent men 
in the county with a successful business partnership with 
Daniel K. Warren in a butchershop. He was Collector of Customs. 
See Cumtux article about his family. He died in 1896. His 
donation land claim was north of Sunset Beach. 


William Hobson 


He was born in 1797 in Derbyshire Co., England, and was a hatter 
by profession. HIs wife died in England, then he and his children 
left England in January 1843 and were in Clatsop County in 
December of that year. His donation land claim was a short 
distance south of Coffenbury Lake. He married Eliza, the widow 

of Miles Ayers, but seem to have separated. His father built 

a house for him that was moved to Commercial Street and it 

is still there. John Hobson's house still stands too, about a 
block away on Bond Street. 


Richard Hobson 


He was born in 1829 in England, the son of William Hobson. 

He married Kate K. Young and they lived for a time at Lexing- 

ton, now the Warrenton area. He was a steamboat captain ana 
operated boats on the Lower Columbia and elsewhere. The family 
lived for a time in Australia; (Kate was born in Tasmania) 

Richard suffered from consumption and died on his way back jin 1878 
to Astoria, after having failed to improve in the warmer 

south (Hawaii). His widow, Kate, and family lived in Astoria 
then. He was well-loved among Clatsop County residents who 
expressed much grief at his passing. 


Joseph Jeffers 


He was born in 1807 in the District of Columbia (Virginia) and 
married Sarah Herford in 1829 in Wheeling, West Virginia. In 
1837, they moved to Burlington, Ohio Co., Iowa; then in 1847, 
they arrived in Oregon, and in 1848 in Clatsop County. Jeffers 
was a licensed "exhorter" of the Methodist Church, but worked 
as a mason, helping to erect many buildings in Portland and 
Astoria, including the old post office (that was on the site 
of the present one.) His donation land claim was on the east 
bank of the Lewis and Clark River and he farmed there for many 
years. He died in 1876. Jeffers Gardens is named after his 
family. 


Nathan Kimball 


He was a survivor of the Whitman Massacre in 1847 and a son of 
Nathan S. Kimball who was killed there. His mother, who survived 
too, married John Jewett and they had a donation land claim on 
Clatsop Plains. Nathan was born about 1835 in Indiana and died 
in 1906. 


Bartholomew C. Kindred 


He was born in 1818 in Jackson Co., Indiana. He married 
Rachel Mylar in 1841 at Davies Co., Missouri. They crossed 
the plains in 1844 and came to Clatsop County in December of 
1845. Their donation land claim is on the present site of 
Hammond. He ferried supplies up and down the river for 

the early settlers and farmed his land. He was known as a 
shrewd dealer. He left many descendants in Clatsop County. 
He died in 1904. 


Robert Sturgeon MacEwan 


He was born in Merigomish, Pictou Co., Nova Scotia in 1813. 

He married Cordelia Rebecca Noland in Holt Co. Missouri in 
1843. He made several trips across the plains, the first in 
1846. His donation land claim was southeast of the Warrenton 
Highschool (the present school). In 1848, he was the chief 
Carpenter in charge of thesmall ship Pioneer and the captain 
on her voyage to San Francisco. He was the first clerk of 


Clatsop County. He died in 1910. 


Samuel T. McKean Jr. 


He was born in 1840 at Peoria, Illinois, the son of Samuel 

T. McKean and Polly Hicks McKean, who both resided in Clatsop 
County until 1863 when they moved to California. S.T. Jr. 
and his parents, brothers and sister came to Oregon in 1847 
across the plains. His reminiscence of their trip west 

was printed in a recent Cumtux. He married Mary Jane Smith 
in 1868 at Astoria. For 35 years, he was manager of the 
shipping and pilotage interests of Captain Flavel and he was 
clerk of the pilot board. He died in 1900 at Astoria. His 
Sister, Eliza Jane, married J.G. Hustler. 


Robert Morrison 


He was born in 1811 in Kentucky. He married Nancy Irwin 

in 1831 in Missouri. They arrived in Oregon in 1844 and 

came to Astoria in 1845. He fought in the Cayuse Indian War. 
Their donation land claim was the land on which this early 
Presbyterian Church and the cemetery were built. (The church 
is the third church building on the site.) He died in 1894. 


Wilder W. Parker 


He was born in either Orange or Washington County, Vermont 

in 1824 and was one of several brothers who came to Astoria. 

He arrived here in the county in 1852 and went into business 
with his brothers, Hiram and Charles. He married the daughter 
of W.L. Adams, Inez Eugenia Adams, and with his father-in-law 
as mentor, published the Astoria Marine Gazette in 1864 (copies 
‘are on microfilm at the library.) He was one of the most active 
and public-spirited citizens in the county, but became the 
target of William H. Gray whose anonymous letters to the editor 
(after D.C. Ireland became editor) led to his ouster as mayor 
of Astoria. Parker vigorously fought back and regained his 
job. This couple had no children, but raised the mother of 
Inez Stafford Hansen, author of "Life on Clatsop." He died 

in 1899. 


Truman P. Powers 


He was born in 1803 in Vermont, crossing the plains in 1846 and 
coming to Clatsop County in 1848. He married Mary Ann Newton 
whose first husband had been killed by the Indians while they 
were crossing the plains. (married in 1847 the year he was kill- 
ed) His donation land claim was on the west bank of the Lewis 
and Clark River. He bought half the donation land claim of 
John Adair in Upper Astoria and he altenated between the two 
homes. The house that he and his son-in-law built still stands 
across the street from Astor School. He died in 1883, the most 
loved person in the county, for his sense of humor and his 
kindness. He was also a favorite as a teacher and musician. 


Almira Raymond 


She was born in Amsterdam, Catskill, New York in 1813 or 1814 

to James and Polly David. She was the first wife of W.W.Raymond 
and came with him on the ship Lausanne as one of the party of 
Methodist missionaries. They settled on a donation land claim. 
After suffering many years in a difficult marriage, the couple 
divorced and her husband remarried. She was a matron at 
Willamette University when it started, but returned to Clatsop 
County. She died in 1880. Her letters are at Willamette Univer- 
sity and many have been published in the Fall 1984 Oregon His- 
torical Quarterly. Her husband and his second wife Elmira, who 
also came west on the same ship, are buried at Oceanview. 


Rachel Ada Shane 


She was born in 1829, perhaps in Ohio where her husband, Franklin 
D. Shane was born (in 1821 or 1822 in Cincinnati). He was on 

the 1850 census in Ohio still. Franklin D. Shane had a brother 
Carlos Walstier Shane who was a pioneer of 1847 and originally 
had the claim where Fort Clatsop is located. Carlos vacated 

this claim in favor of his brother and so the donation land 

Claim was recorded in the name of Franklin and Rachel Ada Shane. 
This couple had two children Mary Araments and Elizabeth Ada. 
Franklin and Ada were married in Cincinnati in 1842 and crossed 
the plains ten years later. Rachel Ada died in 1854, 35 years old. 
In 1877, Wade Hampton Smith asked that the certificate for the 
donation land claim be put in his name, as he had married their 
daughter, Mary, and bought Mary's sister's claim after the 
deaths of their parents. 


Solomon H. and Celiast Smith 


David Peterson wrote a doctoral thesis on Celiast Smith who 

was a fascinating subject. She was a Clatsop Indian, the 
daughter of Chief Coboway, who was married to an employee 

of the Hudson Bay Company. The couple separated and she married 
Solomon H. Smith, who was born in 1809 at Lebanon, New Hampshire. 
He arrived in Clatsop County in 1840, the first white man to 
settle on Clatsop Plains. This couple had a donation land 
claim which is now Columbia Beach. There are numerous stories 
of the help that Celiast gave the early settlers in their 
difficulties with the Indians. Solomon Smith operated a saw- 
mill on the Lewis and Clark River, opened a store on the Skipanon, 
ran a ferry boat across the Columbia River in the 1840's and 

waS a successful farmer. They left many descendants. He died 
in 1876 and she died many years later. 


George Summers 


He was born about 1804 in Connecticut and settled in Clatsop 
County in 1843 where he went into business (in Astoria). He died 
in 1873 in Astoria. 


John Trullinger 


He did not come to Astoria until the 1870's, but his family 
arrived in Oregon in 1848. He built a sawmill in Astoria 
which later provided the first electricity run through wiring 
through a good part of Astoria. His son John, became well 
known aS an artist. See the book on the artist and his family 
at the Clatsop County Historical Society. See also the 
articles about them in the "Cumtux." 


Adam Van Dusen 


He was born in 1823 in New York and in 1845 married Carolyn 
Childs. They came west in 1847, where he took up a claim 
on the Wallacut River in Pacific Co. WA, later moving to 
farm the land on the hill that now overlooks the airport. 
This farm later became the farm of John and Bethenia Owens 
Adair. Within a short time they moved to Astoria where 

the Van Dusens operated a hotel and later a merchantile store. 
They lived first at Upper Astoria, then moved to Astoria 
and built a house where Clatsop Care Center is located. He 
became one of the most successful merchants in Astoria, 

and died in 1884. 


James Welch 

He was born in Boonville, Clark County, Kentucky in 1816 

and married Nancy Dickerson in 1840 in Iowa Territory. 

They came to Oregon in 1844 and Astoria in 1846, where he 

is said to have built the first plank house. He agreed to 
take over half John Shively's donation land claim for certain 
services and the courts had to settle the dispute that arose. 
His daughter, Sarah, was the second white child to be born in 
Astoria, David Ingall's daughter being the first. He was 
variously described as being a speculator, merchant, stone 
mason. He died in 1876. 


Augustus C. Wirt 


He was born in 1814 (or 1823?) in Lancaster Co. Pennsylvania. 
He married first Jerusha Brennan who died in 1850, and then 
Susan Kimball, a survivor of the Whitman massacre. He operated 
a hotel and livery stable at Skipanon for those who wished to 
travel down Clatsop Plains. He was also a farmer and had a 
donation land claim. He died in 1906.
